THE EXPANDING DICTIONARY.—A hun- 
dred years ago was customary with students am- 
bitious shining orators writers use the 
dictionary part their supplementary reading, 
carefully conning every page from beginning end. 
The practice was discouraged the appearance 
Webster’s Unabridged. one would think un- 
dertaking such task today. 

the New Oxford Dictionary, just issued, thirty 
additional pages are devoted heretofore unlisted 
words beginning with the letter Some these 
have been daily use long that young people 
will surprised know that they never received 
attention from lexicographers till now. For in- 
stance: 

Auto-suggestion, auto-piano, auto-eroticism, auto- 
giro, accent art, across, “put get 
across,” apperception, adenoids, aspidistra, aeroba- 
tic, alpha rays, addict, “drug addict,” airbath, 
airworthy, Anglophobiac, accelerometer. 

Some words that were included the edition 
1888 have become obsolete, one these being ani- 
matograph”, which has been supplanted “mov- 

cable letter from London declares there 
possibility that the new dictionary may sanction 
“alright”, “because its universal usage.” This 
usuage has become extensive, true, but far 
from universal. Indeed very widely looked 
upon indication illiteracy. Even with the 
sanction Oxford, “alright” would all wrong. 


THE PRINCIPLE PRACTICAL EFFI- 
CIENCY.—When Professor Ernest Horn, the 
University Iowa, few years ago, announced 
that ordinary correspondence can carried 
the use some one thousand words; that, speaking 
generally, not more than three four thousand 
words are employed with noteworthy frequency, 
and that insure practical efficiency spelling 
the wisest pedagogical policy would concen- 
trate attention the schools the thirty-eight 
hundred words most frequent use, did sound 
the knell the old-time spelling bee? The spelling 
bee seems have gone out fashion, and the old- 
time spelling books containing twenty thousand 
words have disappeared. The modern school has 
adopted the spirit Professor Horn’s advice, and 
using shorter word-lists teaching spelling. 

Before arrived his conclusions the origi- 
nator shorter spelling lists devoted years 
research. went through thousands specimens 
business and personal correspondence, letters 


written newspapers and magazines, minutes 
club meetings, resolutions, excuses addressed 
parents teachers, children’s compositions, and 
other descriptions every-day language its 
written form. thoroughly tested his theory 
before gave the world. Others have adopted 
the underlying idea, while finding occasion for the 
making spelling lists their own, did 
teaching Sister who recently contributed The 
Catholic School Journal register words whose 
spelling should familiar Catholic children, 
though not one these words could found 
Professor Horn’s other lists prepared for use 
secular schools. The School Journal’s contributor 
was right her conception that Catholic children 
should made familiar with the orthography 
the words which she included her inventory. She 
did not combat the principle selective concentra- 
tion laid down Professor Horn.

their business.” Furthermore, reports that 
publishers say better books are written and 
demanded that more books all classes are pub- 
lished, and more people are reading. History, phil- 
osophy, biography and psychology, asserts, are 
“as popular fiction.” 

These assurances will recognized educators 
pleasing contrast with doleful statements re- 
garding the book trade which were current only 
few years ago. Then was deplored that people 
were devoting less time reading and that the 
publishing business was perilous condition. 
The automobile, the motion picture and the radio, 
was suggested, had become competitors with 
books for the time many who formerly were 
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their mental statures, instead squandering 
time.

sellers’ Association met Atlantic City, and 
was announced that the people the United 
States spent $250,000,000 for books 1927, buying 
for that 200,000,000 volumes, which was twice 
the number usually disposed during twelve- 
month recently ten years ago.

“There has been much interest the possibilities the 
use schools window glass more permeable ultra- 
violet rays than ordinary glass. However, according 
Tisdale and Brown, indirect sunlight (sky shine) the 
latitude Toronto passing through special glass slight 
negligible antirachitic effect, except the immediate 
neighborhood the window, and Doctors Goodman and 
Green, working New York City, find that during the 
winter months, under the most favorable conditions, very 
little the health-giving ultraviolet the sun can enter 
even through open window. When the window pro- 
tected glass substitute, the amount ultraviolet 
entering still further decreased the lowered trans- 
mission the glass. Whether using such glass sub- 
stitute sufficient ultraviolet can introduced room 
during the winter months value aid health, 
is, view present evidence, very doubtful.”

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History Aid English Literature 


Brother Bernardine, 


ITERATURE one the most valuable aids 

for getting the history nation, because 

its authors were subjected the historial exper- 

iences the race which they belonged and re- 

flected the thoughts and sentiments prevalent 

their time. common with the rest their con- 

temporaries, the factors fear and hope, joy 

and sorrow, longing and gladness, filled their 

days, which all the historical events whether for- 
tunate unfortunate lent their distinctive color. 

competent student English literature will 
frequently ask the question: What were the orig- 
inal sources that provided English authors with 
that inspiration which made their names immortal? 

answering this question, the teacher must 
farther afield than contemporary past English 
authors may invite him. The writers those 
foreign models from which the authors English 
literature borrowed were not born under the same 
skies nor indeed the same time; preceding them, 
the foreign authors lived five hundred thou- 
sand years ere the authors English literature had 
helped build their literature. 

one the most recent writers, Brother Leo 
has said: And although Americans are in- 
debted England for important elements our 
social and civic life, are likewise indebted 
Italy, Germany, France and Spain, Egypt and 
Ireland Greece and Rome.” result this 
narrow view the vast field literature, which 
English literature forms but part, the great body 
students and readers generally never learn much 
about the sources whence English fiction and poetry 
have been drawn, and still less the vital, internal 
connection the mass such compositions with 
the literature the Irish Kelts. 

Teachers especially should acquainted with the 
history those peoples that have been the fore- 
most shaping our English literature. matter 
fact, there not ballad, story, tale nor 
legend nor metrical romance, that does not reflect 
the beginnings English literature: the names 
Lydgate, Aldhelm and Chaucer are the witnesses 
this the names Christopher Marlowe 
and Shakspeare during the Elizabethan age; the 
names Milton and Bunyan and Dryden the 
Puritan age, all point indebtedness foreign 
authors the great authors English literature. 
great part the authors the Victorian age, 
poets and novelists, owe their foreign 
authors: such Tennyson, Browning, Matthew 
Arnold, George Eliot, Dickens and Thackeray: and 
lastly, Irish authors, name but few, the names 
Thomas Davis, Sir Samuel Ferguson, John 
Banim, John Masefield that have signalized their 
productions being the foremost among the names 
that were not born die. 

English literature its name implies one the 
streams which the primal sources the great 
tributaries which flowed were represented the 
names northern nations such Scandinavia, 
Holland and Belgium, the broad sweep Italy, 
France and Germany and the United States, and 
Spain, and like the streams which water our own 


fair country flowing through the valleys and hills 
one common way, which delight the eye imagina- 
tion, warm the heart, and inform 
through all its winding courses. 

Here vast domain legend and history, 
philosophy, poetry, folk lore and romance, lying 
amid those treasures the wide world literature, 
concerning the very existence which might well 
doubted that the arbiters English literary 
culture, the critics, have done aught enligthten 
the great reading world. 

The struggle for existence gave place the 
Saxons, now called Englishmen: not however till 
the literature the Kelt, with its priceless treasure 
wit and wisdom, its finely wrought fancies and 
its unworldly ideals were seized the enemy and 
under the guise original poetic fancies incor- 
porated with English literature. 

then the pupils our High Schools not 
cultivate the historical outlines those peoples who 
have had share developing the course Eng- 
lish literature, will thing lost; irreparable 
injury the inquirer who anxious obtain 
knowledge those nations who had maximum 
share the origination our present English 
literature. Hence the necessity and importance 
binding together, correlating, the history those 
peoples that have borne the chief part founding 
and developing English literature. 

The history England and Ireland and other 
countries that have swelled the tide English liter- 
ature should especially dwelt upon. This the 
way make history study universal study, for 
other mode can correlate the work the 
authors that have had Italy, France, Switzerland 
and Germany, and Spain for their birthplace; and 
those peoples farther north, Norway and Sweden, 
Denmark and Iceland for their homeland, and made 
England and Ireland creditors for their more exalted 
works fashioned the great names English 
literature. 

The inviting field Keltic history must 
perused, for indeed English literary renown rests 
upon the primal sources Gaelic literature. When 
Roman power lay prostrate under the barbarian 
invasions, the Goths, Angles and Franks and Van- 
dals uproariously triumphed. Ireland, untouched 
Roman sway, sent forth distant lands convert 
those continental hordes, and brought them back 
from their pagan superstitions the practices 
Christian life. The pains and trials and sufferings 
which Irish missionaries endured make known 
the Gospel those savage hordes, are all familiar 
those that read history, which how they 
prayed and laboured with their minds and hearts 

educate them the arts book making, agri- 
culture, building and metal 
guidance directed the missionaries and 
teachers all the newly-formed peoples Europe, 
converting them and christianizing them until they 
became the peoples the modern world. Keltic 
teachers preached the faith St. Patrick the 
tribes that conquered the Roman empire, and 
England and Scotland. They carried religion 
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and learning the confines Russia, and Nor- 
way and Iceland. 

History tells how the Keltic monks passing over 
England, St. Aidan, St. Colman and St. Finian, 
St. Cedd and their disciples, their fervent and 
zealous preaching converted the northern kingdom 
Northumbria. Maidulph opened school the 
borders Wessex and Mercia; scholars came 
him sufficient numbers form community 
which they called Malmsbury, from Maidulph-burg. 
The Kelts were proud bear witness that their 
first great master, Maidulph, had given instruc- 
tion the great Aldhelm, the renowned author 
the beginning English literature. 

this vast preparatory labor the scholars and 
saints Erin, her wandering bards and learned 
philosophers, pointed the way lasting success. 
They taught the rude Saxon love the Beautiful, 
the Good, and the True, clothe their thoughts 
with the grace charming poetic melody, cherish 
the love God and fellowmen, and cultivate the 
instincts and power affection for home and 
country, for friends and kindred, thus sowing the 
seeds the rich harvest which England reaped 
the golden era her literary history. 

The observant teachers will see that their pupils 
read King Alfred’s reign, Charlemagne, 
Hugh Capet, Henry Canossa and Innocent III, 
with his conflict with King John, and how Malcolm 
Scotland and his queen, St. Margaret, lost their 
throne, not however till they had led their subjects 
true religion and prosperity. These are only 
few the names that have led the peoples the 
regions devasted the enemy the downfall 
the Roman empire. The history those peoples 
farther south should studied, especially the maps 
showing the districts from which they came and 
how long they remained there newcomers. Sup- 
plementary reading should encouraged likewise, 
especially relating England and Ireland from the 
fifth century the tenth century. 

Through France and Switzerland, along the 
Rhine, through Italy and Spain, the Irish apostles 
taught and worked, forming the schools and mon- 
asteries, and like beacon light showing the way 
across the darkest pages European history. They 
carried with them excellently illuminated manu- 
scripts containing the Gospel and other matters, 
which they taught their newly converted copy, 
and thus contributed educate and enlighten them. 
Let glance these teachers. Our own day does 
not wish set aside Erin’s saints and scholars. 

Among these was St. Gall, who accompained St. 
Columbanus the continent and founded the school 
and monastery Switzerland which still bears his 
name, does the canton St. Gall. St. Colum- 
banus founded the school Luxeuil, and Fontains 
and Bobbio Italy. Virgil established the school 
Salzburg Austria, and Bemcad did the same 
Cologne. The celebrated golden Gospels are 
Stockholm, and St. Petersburgh possesses perfect 
and excellent specimen the Keltic style the 
8th century, rivaling the Book Kells. 

The universities Oxford, Paris, Pavia and Sala- 
manca were the outcome Irish professors; and 
the schools Devenish, Durrow, Bangor, and 
Moville, where the celebrated Scotus Erigena was 
educated, was also center Gaelic learning. Mar- 
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ianus Scotus was the founder collegiate schools 
Ratisbon Bavaria, Fulda, the apostle Bel- 
gium, Fridolin who taught the Rhine, Cataldus 
Lismore, who became bishop Tarentum the 
southern part Italy, and Kilian teacher 
Franconia—all were Keltic stock and true the 
land their birth. 


History records how the Papal power aided them 
establishing schools and universities. Pope St. 
Gregory the great, Adrian Gregory II, were the 
chief among the great Pontiffs who encouraged 
the Keltic missionaries labor throughout Europe. 
Pupils should learn how Ireland’s apostolic heroes 
taught the barbarians piety and wisdom, rivaling 
the monks and missionaries other lands, and did 
much reclaim large part Europe religion 
and civilization. 


The teacher must have knowledge literary 
sources and civilizing influences England and 
Ireland during medieval times. All the modern 
literatures point such sources. bibliogra- 
phies. The Catholic Encyclopedia furnishes list 
the Gaelic contributions English literature. 


pointing out how much English literature 
indebted Gaelic Culture, cannot charged 
the writer that has been enthusiast. Let the 
historical record speak for itself; for that record 
which must convince the reader that the romantic- 
ism, ballads, lyrics and folk lore which adorn our 
English literature must ascribed the Gael 
past and present. Dr. Douglas Hyde has well said: 
“Not all can enter the Gaelic language; but through 
the medium translations into English one can 
enter somewhat the spirit Irish literature.”

throughout every grade. the great pedagogic 
principle left those lessons the Teather 
teachers. have “the lilies the field,” “the 
birds the air,” “the sower,” “the pearl great 
price,” and the “prodigal.” Agreed then this 
point, step into the first grade greet children 
who know life yet but home-life. wish 
begin oral history teaching with them. Oh, yes, 
they have had beginning history, know that. 
Did they not learn their mother’s knee about St. 
Joseph, the Blessed Mother, and the Christ-child? 
How delightful talk these attentive little 
people about the dramatic Flight into Egypt. Their 
rapt faces show that they follow every movement 
the drama: the appearance the Angel the 
awesome hour night, the preparations for im- 
mediate departure, the haste and progress the 
way.

Take the 
lives Montcalm and Wolfe. each separate life 
have part greater drama, and the two 
combined give the colonial wars detail. Cer- 
tainly teacher not going teach only the 
French and Italian War. She will begin the be- 
ginning the between the two countries 
America and show that the cause the trouble 
the New World was never settled any treaty 
made until the Treaty Paris, 1763, deprived 
France all control America. 

What true the colonial wars true likewise 
the Revolution, the organization our govern- 
ment under the Constitution, the growth territory 
under Jefferson. 

the stories Benjamin Franklin, John Adams, 
Patrick Henry, Alexander Hamilton, Thomas Jef- 
ferson, and George Washington have the story 
the events leading the Revolution, the 
story the Revolution, the beginnings our 
constitutional life, the organization our finances, 
and the growth territory through the Purchase 
Louisiana.

whys and wherefores our ship-building and fish- 
eries earlier years; why Chicago situated 
where is, and kindred thought questions. All these are 
important and should find place our schedule, but 
ended for all time, pleaseedo not speak war? 
really need speak disparagingly Washington snub 
Lincoln Alfred Smith? They are the biggest three 
men the nation has produced, the best Americans, the men 
who accomplished most their respective positions 
executives. the ideals men such they that 
need sorely today, and get these ideals let teach our 
history, the history our country, all its details, un- 
afraid and without apology; earnestly and the best 
our ability.

the December issue the Catholic School 

Journal, the writer presented effective method 
teaching applied very elementary reading 
lesson. The reader, doubt, will recognize the 
technique that advocated Prof. Henry 
Morrison the University Chicago. The article 
was written response many inquiries from 
primary and elementary school teachers concerning 
the application the technique elementary 
school subjects. Since many the requests also 
called for demonstration the technique involv- 
ing arithmetic the higher grades, was decided 
present this issue The Journal application 
the technique the unit entitled “Areas Sur- 
faces and Volumes Solids.” 

Before attempting teach the above unit, the 
teacher should determine just what she expects 
accomplish the outcome teaching the unit, 
just what adaption readjustment the environ- 
ment she expects the pupil make. the teach- 
ing any unit this step first importance. For 
are not concerned with the teaching the man- 
ipulation formulas such, but rather with the 
development proper attitudes, adaption, proper 
outlook life. teaching has made change 
the attitude the individual, has been successful. 
not, has been failure. this unit the chief 
outcome the ability solve any problem arising 
practical situation dealing with areas sur- 
faces and volumes solids. This sometimes 
called the “Core understanding” the unit. How- 
ever, there are many elements understanding that 
contribute the core understanding. For example, 
this unit some the elements are follows: 


Ability give the names common solids. 

Ability make good drawings each solid. 

Ability state formulas for finding areas 
surfaces solids. 

Ability state formulas for finding volumes 
solids. 

Ability solve with ease verbal problems 
finding areas and volumes. 

Ability apply the formulas area and vol- 

ume problems arising every day life. 


The subject matter necessary the attainment 
the elements understanding can obtained 
consulting many the modern arithmetics and 
junior high school texts. 

The next step the procedure determine 
whether not the pupils are ready for the unit. 
Usually the pupils will ready take the unit 
unit dealing with the areas such figures cir- 
cles, rectangles, squares, triangles, etc. If, how- 


ever, the teacher not sure that the class pre- 


pared proceed with the unit, Exploration Test 
such the following can administered the 
class:

This done making effective presentation 
the unit. Professor Morrison calls this the Stim- 
ulus, term which was defined the previous issue 
The Journal. Here the teacher presents the unit 
minutes. She brings out the important facts, their 
relations each other and the unit. This 
really concise expository survey enable the class 
see the road ahead, which conveys comprehens- 
ive, though superficial notion the unit itself The 
following presentation part the unit in- 
volving areas:

what the unit about, but need study further 
and detail the various facts brought out the 
presentation.

OUR modern educational improvements, one 

point very considerable importance very 
apt lost sight of. condemn the parrot-like 
fashion which the young were made 
through their school-tasks days past, learning 
rote and heart lesson, whose signification 
and value they were left almost total ignor- 
ance, But changing the system, and making the 
meaning the primary matter, there some risk 
our running into error the opposite direction, and 
overlooking one real advantage which most cer- 
tainly attaches far our old academical cus- 
toms. the cultivation the memory. Memoria 
augetur exercendo adage equal antiquity 
and truth; and the committing things mem- 
ory, even before comprehension their meaning 
attained, may slight service the 
young, inasmuch the adage question ful- 
filled. But there occasion for the object 
which the memory exercised being something un- 
intelligible. would easy communicating 
rational instruction the young, and exercising 
their minds upon comprehensive lessons, accom- 
pany such tutorage with the culture the memory 
and this course would most judicious and use- 
ful one. fact the culture the memory 
matter such high consequence, merit being 
ranked distinct item juvenile instruction. 
secondary point, certainly, the conveyance 
actual knowledge, but still most important, 
though subsidiary. 

would surprise one find what extent mere 
strength memory appears have contributed 
the greatness literary men all ages. The 
value well cultivated memory strikingly ap- 
parent the case Sir Walter Scott. would 
and did save him much the trouble invention 
well research and references, connecting 
his exquisite narratives. the similar composi- 
tions other novelists can always discern 
many marks their having ‘read up’ for their tasks. 
Digested long his extraordinary memory, the in- 
formation Sir Walter comes out naturally and 
easily had been actually familiar deni- 
zen the various places and times describes. 
his memory too, ascribed that marvellous 
felicity illustration which constitutes large 
portion the charm his works. Whatever sub- 
ject engaged his pen, could abundantly enliven 
and illustrate with anedote saying, humorous 
pathetic, the case might require, but always 
appropriate. From the stores his reading being 
more recondite, and also from the fact his having 
obtained many his countless good things from 
oral converse with the world, the extent which 
Scott drew, through his memory, the brains 
others, neither great nor discernible 
the case some other writers. 

While are thus endeavoring enforce the 
proprietyy cultivating the memory, the ex- 
ample quoted, must not thought that are 
blind the share which the natural talents 
the individual had causing his success and ele- 
vating him greatness and renown. Our chief 
object impress the minds the readers 
sense the value powerful memory, 
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auxiliary endowment; though the same time, 
beyond all question strong and well stored 
memory has often gone far make for the 
want original powers mind, and has enabled 
those possessed outshine others who pos- 
sessed originality mind without the accompany- 
ing advantage strength memory. Hitherto 
the case literary men alone has been referred to; 
but the same argument applies all positions 
which men can occupy where combination calcu- 
lation are matters frequent concernment, and, 
all positions where the records experience are 
available Though more conse- 
quence some circumstances than others, 
powerful memory indeed possession para- 
mount importance all mankind. 

The natural mode cultivating and strengthen- 
ing the memory is, the old adage says, exer- 
cise; and wonderful indeed the extent which 
its powers may thus carried. Perhaps Scott 
owed his great memory part the numerous 
attempts which must have made, while collecting 
ballads his youth, bear such pieces off 
heart, when his time and other circumstances did 
not permit immediate transcription. French 
dramatist hearing play once read could repeat 
any given scene it, word for word. Cicero men- 
tions Greek who had cultivated his memory 
such extent, that ultimately was able 
repeat heart the contents most his books 
whole library, read from the pages the 
books themselves. Mithridates, powerful sover-

degree perfection. His powers this respect 
were often tested his friends. forty words 
fifty words were picked random from languages 
alike barbarous and unknown him and were once 
read over, could after little reflection repeat 
them either backwards forwards. 

would easy matter multiply examples 
where the cultivation the 
strengthened its powers astonishing degree. 

The force the 
faculty him his latter days was doubtless 
owing its culture during the composition his 
dictionary, and gave him much his brilliant 
conversational readiness. however unnecessary 
carry this argument further.

show development along logical lines 
thinking well careful balance between 
thought and its expression. Strength 
taneity thought have been aimed during the 
previous years the child’s training; this now 
enforced clearness and accuracy expression. 
The child’s hitherto slow conception now gain- 
ing power and discovers that able 
produce correct written form the oral discussion 
subject. The work effective should 
touch the child’s life and interests, that is, the sub- 
ject treated should happening his own 
actual situations. Teachers should guard against 
emphasizing the mechanical side children’s 
writing, for the THOUGHT side the work the 
thing paramount importance. speaking 
written composition, the particular kind should 
never mentioned. The terms ‘narration,’ 
‘description,’ and ‘exposition’ should not used 
these grades. 

Method Procedure. Oral discussion the 
subject should always precede the written work. 
and demand written composition kill 
any desire that the children may have for construc- 
tive English. The word composition will mean 
nothing less these children than battle—with 
the teacher. And the children are not entirely 
blame. Children love stories. Discuss 
esting story class, and ask that the story 
reproduced writing. After all, what want 
correctly written English—not much information 
subjects. Information belongs other divisions 
our education. the English period hope 
learn speak correctly and write correctly. 
Parts the subject written should 
discussed class, and these parts made in- 
teresting that the children will anxious find 
out more about the subject; then the information 
obtained each member the class will 
benefit the whole class. Different teachers will 
consulted, friends will consulted, parents will 
consulted—enclyclopedias will consulted, all 
kinds research work will done subject 
which but for the tactful handling the teacher, 
would become hateful the pupils. put 
writing the knowledge obtained, and desirous 
show piece good constructive English, will 
the result this procedure. 

The Lazy Attitude. Some teachers allow their 
pupils first make careless copy, then rewrite 
before handing for correction. This 
mistake, and very serious one. Teach your 
children put forth their very best efforts the 
first production. they become accustomed 
doing this, will great saving time them; 
and making themselves responsible for the first 
copy, they will more careful not only for the 
correct expression the written thought, but also 
for the general appearance, such penmanship, 
spelling, and punctuation. The preparation the 
oral discussion will greatly facilitate the written 
production.

habitual correct expression thought. these 
discussions any pupil should have the privilege 
asking the members the class any question per- 
taining the subject.

The punctuation 
these sentences should also discussed. these 
points are emphasized the oral discussion, there 
reason why time should given make 
careless copy the written work, and then addi- 
tional time for better copy. order get away 
from carelessness the written work, definite 
time limit should set for the writing any 
given subject. This will help prevent lazy habits 
thought. The pupils should read over and correct 
their own papers before presenting them the 
teacher for the final correction. encourage- 
ment the pupils, and show them that the 
teacher interested their work, suggestion 
here offered that the teacher should write para- 
graph the same subject assigned the pupils. 
The paragraph should written the blackboard 
and all technicalities explained. This will least 
lead the children feel that the work worth 
while, and addition, will give them model 
well-written paragraph. piece careless work 
should ever accepted from any pupil any sub- 
ject. the subject worth any time all, it’s 
worth consideration. The written production 
pupil may not worth higher than sixty, 
but should represent the very best work that 
that particular child can do, and does, should 
accepted the teacher. John’s very best efforts 
may never worth more than sixty per cent. 
Mary’s careless efforts may merit grade ninety 
per cent, but her work should not accepted 
the teacher, for Mary able write for grade 
one hundred per cent, nothing less than that one 
hundred per cent grade should accepted from 
Mary. Let John understand that his conception 
slow, that his very best effort can higher than 
sixty per cent, and therefore will accepted. 
Mary should made understand that her con- 
ception keen, that her mind brilliant, therefore 
nothing below the perfect mark can accepted 
from her. This will keep pupils like Mary working. 
They will begin realize that their keen mind and 
brilliant, intellect will not carry them through with 
superficial scanning the lessons; they will 
learn that they must apply themselves and get all 
that coming them out any subject. 


Method Correction. There are several good 
methods correcting the written compositions 
the puuils. Teachers can make this work very easy 
for themselves, they can make very heavy. 
teacher should burdened with the correcting 
much written work outside school hours. The 
pupils should taught how correct their own 
written work, and the written work one another. 
could done few minutes within the regular 
class time. This excellent practice for the pupils 
and they will learn much doing it; having

will make them more careful their own 
writing. After papers are exchanged and returned, 
then few minutes should allowed for the study 
the corrections, and any pupil should not 
satisfied with the marking his paper, such 
paper should referred the teacher. Each 
pupil, after examining his returned paper, should 
report how many mistakes made and what they 
were. This method will save the teacher untold 
labor, and teach the pupils how accurate. 
Some teachers collect pack composition papers 
look over and grade night. This precedure 
would take all her evening hours, and perhaps she’d 
file the papers instead returning them the 
pupils. this should the case, the result the 
written work would lost the improvement 
the children. Rarely should written composition 
this grade longer than one ordinary para- 
graph. much better keep the written work 
within the limit single paragraph, and let that 
paragraph well written, than have obliga- 
tion writing three four paragraphs care- 
less manner. pupil will object writing one 
paragraph, but long requirements are discouraging, 
and they not make for the accomplishment 
correct written work. One the best ways 
teaching the pupils write correctly dicta- 
tion. Let the teacher write paragraph the 
blackboard. The paragraph may taken from 
reader, newspaper, magazine, any book that 
well written. All technicalities should ex- 
plained and when the pupils can account for the 
punctuation, the capitalization, the spelling, the 
sentence structure, etc., then, let them write from 
dictation after which they should correct their 
written work from the teacher’s copy the black- 
board. Every pupil should able make grade 
one hundred per cent and the teacher should not 
satisfied with less, except case the child 
slow conception where mark sixty per cent 
represents the very best can do. But child 
brain calibre who gives strict attention 
the instructions should able reproduce the 
paragraph perfectly from the dictation the 
teacher. After some practice with this method, try 
dictating paragraph that the pupils never heard 
before, and never saw written. This will test 
whether they have profited the study- 
paragraph. this second method where prep- 
aration given the pupils should allowed 
second trial able score one hundred 
per cent. After the first dictation, and the correc- 
tion their own work, mistakes have been made, 
study the work should follow and the second 
dictation mistakes should have reported. 
The pupils should impressed with the fact that 
their errors lesson this kind result either from 
slow conception from carelessness.

System Correction. Most teachers invent their 
own system correction marks. The pupils should 
very familiar with the system adopted the 
class, and when they correct the papers, these 
marks should used that when the papers are 
returned, the owners can see glance the mis- 
take which made.

SIXTH GRADE 

The talk just given the fifth grade teacher can 
very profitably followed the sixth grade 
teacher, she keeping mind that the pupils one 
year advance can work greater degree 
difficulty. 

indicated others these talks, oral discus- 
sion the subject should always precede the 
written work. All will agree that oral composition 
has first claim upon our attention, therefore should 
receive more time than written composition. How- 
ever, can raise good case favor written 
composition also. For the requirements that are 
demanded written composition find neces- 
sary wage constant war against the errors made 
careless writers. great deal practice 
required, and this practice must attained with 
the assistance regular training exercises, good 
results are achieved. 

Supposing teacher trying teach her pupils 
how write split quotations from direct quota- 
tions; how change indirect quotation 
direct quotation. This would require much practice, 
and constant practice, that the giving exercises 
daily. interesting study watch results 
which would produced daily ten minute 
drill such exercise this. Teachers 
mathematics have learned the wisdom drill 
certain difficulties, such fractions, decimals, 
interest, etc. These teachers keep daily practice 
principle until mastered. Similar practice 
drills have been used various phases com- 
prehension reading. Why not apply the same 
principle the much used subject English com- 
position? teachers English are going 
satisfied with written composition “handed in” 
once week they need not look for any efficiency 
the use the mother tongue. While giving the 
greater part the time oral composition, let 
try let day pass without devoting few 
minutes written work even but the 
writing few sentences. Two periods each week 
should devoted written composition. Since 
the written composition the result the 
oral discussion, the work can prepared outside 
class, and the corrections given class when 
some the compositions can read. will 
very wise plan keep the compositions short. One 
long paragraph, two short ones would suffi- 
ciently long for the fifth and sixth grade pupils. 
Much should spent the structure the 
sentence. pupil can write well balanced 
sentence, he’ll have little difficulty with his written 
compositions. Sentences compose the paragraph, 
therefore stick the sentence, and have the 
paragraph. Pupils should taught the best usage 
the margin and indentions paragraphs. The 
general appearance the written page should 
emphasized. The date and the name the pupil 
should written the proper place. 

Improvement composition writing 
grades has undoubtedly been made; also the 
marking compositions the teacher and the 


revision the pupils. This improvement the 
result the pupil’s having been given time read 
his composition through before handing in, and 
the teacher’s insistence that aim certain goals 
which are being striven for. Another very laudable 
way attaining improvement the writing 
English that the teacher point out the errors 
made without actually correcting them, being 
satisfied direct the pupil how make the cor- 
rections. While the pupils are making the correc- 
tions suggested, the teacher should work with 
them, advising, interpreting and suggesting. 
other subjects, pupils need grouped the 
English class, for dealing with the entire class often 
involves great loss time with correspond- 
ingly low rate improvement. always 
encouragement have certain goal aim for, 
but matter what this goal be, the teacher should 
never lose sight the fact that sentence structure 
needs attention every written exercise. 
advance the individual revision, would well 
have the entire class give attention the 
sentence study the board examples collected 
from the pupils’ work. necessary constantly 
stimulate the pupils with desire for the acquisition 
improved constructive English. Opportunities 
should given them communicate worthwhile 
interesting they should taught the need 
presenting their material clearly, and also way 
record whatever information they collect. Follow- 
ing such instruction this they will find that 
avenues interest will open their imagina- 
tion and the writing constructive English will 
become charming exercise for these young minds.

THE TEACHING RELIGION 
PRACTICAL RELIGIOUS TRAINING 
Rev. Bruehl, Ph.D 


experienced religious teacher: “The trouble 
with our religious teaching that remains alien 
life. define, distinguish and analyse speculative 
manner, and meanwhile life pursues its own course and 
not affected religion, because religious instruction fails 
take into account the real problems life.” course, 
the religious teacher makes what calls practical appli- 
cations, but even these applications generally are 
rather abstract nature and remain sphere which 
far from the child’s actual experience. They mostly 
refer some future situation, and the result that when 
the situation actually arises the application has been for- 
gotten. The application, establish habit and 
become dynamic for future life, must the present 
and carried out immediately. that case, can become 
norm conduct that will prove effective. The appli- 
cation must not postponed some future, imaginary 
contingency but carried out the spot. take the case 
that the teacher has warmly spoken God’s goodness 
and impressed the children that must thankful 
for the favors which have received. This excellent, 
but the suggestion must immediately translated into 
action. Hence, the class will now briefly review some 
the benefits which have been received and improvised 
prayer give thanks God. possibly hymn may 
sung that gives concrete expression the feelings 
gratitude that arise the hearts the children. Such 
practice lays the foundations habit which amount 
theorizing could accomplish. Habits, well known, 
are not formed beautiful resolutions, but only cor- 
responding acts. lesson religion, therefore, should 
without practical exercise the religious moral 
attitude that inculcated. Only then does the teaching 
become training. 

One good act really performed means more for the 
orientation life than ever many beautiful sentiments 
that remain merely the lips the mind. Hence, the 
Lord’s repeated admonition, the word God. And 
now, the very first occasion lest its efficacy wear 
off. commandment more important than that which 
tells love our neighbor. For this have the testi- 
mony Christ Himself. Let say that the lesson has 
been dealing with this vital precept. The pupils duly 
realize that they must love their fellowmen, one and all. 
Withal the whole business remains very much the air 
and the clouds. bring down earth must have 
practical application, ocular demonstration. The 
children will encouraged find out whether they can- 
not this very moment perform some act charity. 
There one who has grudge settle with one his 
schoolmates; makes his mind that after the class 
will extend friendly hand his adversary. Another 
one knows poor child. will delicate manner 
share his lunch with the poor child perhaps let him have 
one his toys. The class whole may decide 
something for sick classmate destitute family. 
this way the becomes really practical and 
makes indelible impression. Likewise taste for charity 
acquired. The children will take delight such practical 
applications and future the suggestions will come from 
them. Religion will longer alien life but actually 
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touch it. Such applications will open the eyes the 
children. They will become observant and learn see 
possibilities service which far had entirely eluded 
them. new illuminating experience has come into their 
lives and transfigured their outlook the world. They 
now are doers the word and consequence have 
deeper appreciation its meaning. Such practical appli- 
the religious and moral world what manual 
performance the acquisition mechanical skill. 
not merely tell the child how thing, let him it. 
That the secret training. 

may now return Mr. Ullman and see how has 
applied this principle teaching letting the children 
what they are supposed learn. goes without saying 
that need not follow Mr. Ullman blindly. Still may 
adapt his methods our own circumstances. The under- 
lying thought excellent and full accord with modern 
pedagogics. again take his narrative. “Another 
innovation this year, says, has had interesting result. 
Each group had been allowed indicate what disposition 
should made the class collection. Detailed informa- 
tion was submitted the several charitable and service 
institutions with which are allied. The list ranged 
from Daniel Oliver’s school Syria and the Floating 
Hospital the Grand Canal China local social 
service enterprises Philadelphia.” Patently, excellent 
opportunity here offers itself make the children ac- 
quainted with the various charitable institutions the 
diocese. This broadens their sympathies and the same 
time brings home them the fact that the Church itself 
practices what teaches. Lack charity frequently due 
the needs our fellowmen. are blind the suffering 
that lies around us. description the welfare institu- 
tions the diocese will prove revelation the children. 
will awaken new feelings their heart and stir 
slumbering sympathies. Right here taste may formed 
for the alleviation special kind suffering. One 
little child will manifest keen interest orphans, another 
one the blind, third the aged and on. This may 
become the determining factor the shaping his entire 
life. Sympathy and love are kindled sight; not mere 
abstract visions. Let the children know the afflictions 
that befall their fellowmen and their little hearts will 
out the afflicted. orphan asylum may right the 
neighborhood the school and perhaps the pupils never 
give thought the fact that within stone’s throw 
there are children without the sweet blessings that 
with home. they are reminded these poor orphans 
they will want something for them. Christmas, 
for example, they will glad bring little sunshine 
into their darkened lives. Seeing the beginning 
charity. Too many us, though abstract way willing 
help our fellows, through life without really doing 
much for the alleviation human suffering, because 
not see that our neighbors need help. Proper training 
will cure this fatal blindness and lack responsive- 
ness, 

Mr. Ullman continues: “The boys class selected 
the Pine Mountain Settlement School Harlan County, 
Kentucky. They wanted dedicate their donations for 
the benefit some definite individual the school. The 
plan they suggested and approved was adopt boy 
their own age, paying much the class could collect 
toward his tuition and upkeep.” That concrete touch 
excellent. Not shadowy being, but real personality 
selected. not warm abstractions and neb- 
ulosities, but our sympathies out real human 
beings. The practice not unknown our own Sunday 
schools, for many them beautiful custom 
collect pennies for Chinese waif that saved from 
death and misery and moreover made child God 
baptism. Now add little more realism the prac- 
tice will much better. the class could told 
the name the little child and hear something about its 
subsequent experiences that would lend vividness and 
concreteness the situation. The thing done some 
our missionary, magazines, and think with splendid 
educational results. The practice can exploited far 
greater extent than actually done. can extended 
all forms charity. want practical charity later 
life have train for early life. Charity habit 
and acquired only practice. cannot taught but 
must practiced. The opportunities for practice are 
legion. 
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The procedure the class described the following: 
“Accordingly letter was composed, corrected, revised, 
and finally approved viva voce. The secretary was then 
instructed send off the Pine Mountain School 
authorities, which did the same day after coming 
home use typewriter. carbon copy was made for 
the minute book.” Valuable hints are contained this 
paragraph. The teacher will well keep the back- 
ground. much scope possible should left the 
initiative the class. There reason for them 
what they can for themselves. The more they enter into 
this thing with their whole souls the better is. 
enjoy things which ourselves far more than those 
which are done for us. stands reason, however, that 
the teacher will ever ready assist correct. fact, 
the children will looking for his suggestions and 
asking for them. They will not want anything with- 
out his approval. But the little expression individual- 
ity will them tremendous amount good. this 
manner they also learn another lesson supreme impor- 
tance, namely the value teamwork. Even the realization 
their own inexperience and insufficiency will come home 
them. allow pupils things for themselves does 
not mean that they are weaned from obedience. Not 
all; they will this means very quickly realize their own 
shortcomings and learn appreciate the superior experi- 
ence the teacher. when are confronted tasks 
which have accomplish ourselves that begin 
feel the need the help others and thus learn value 
co-operation and organized effort. lesson stands isolated 
and unrelated.

Teaching the Church Indulgences 

The Council Trent (sess. xxv, 3-4, December, 1563), 
declared: “Since the power granting indulgences has 
been given the Church Christ, and since the Church 
from the earliest time has made use this Divinely given 
power, the holy synod teaches and ordains that the use 
indulgences most salutary Christians and approved 
the authority the councils, shall retained the 
Church, and further pronounces anathema against those 
who either declare that indulgences are useless, deny 
that the Church has power grant them.” 

What Faith Concerning Indulgences: 

First: That the Church has received from Christ the 
power grant indulgences. 

Second: That the use indulgences salutary for the 
faithful. Basis which Rests the Doctrine Indul- 
gences. 

essential element indulgences the application 
one person the satisfaction performed others. 
This transfer based, on: 

First: The Communion Saints. St. Paul says: “We 
being many, are one body Christ, and every one mem- 
bers one another” (Rom. xii, 5). each organ shares 
the life the whole body, does each the faithful 
profit the prayers and good works all the rest. 

Second: The Principle Vicarious Satisfaction. Each 
good action the just man possesses double value: that 
merit, and that satisfaction, expiation. Merit 
personal and, therefore, can not transferred; but satis- 
faction can applied others, know from what 
St. Paul says the Colossians about his own works: 
“Who now rejoice sufferings for you” (Col. 24). 

Third: The Treasury the Church. St. John’s first 
Epistle ii, read: the Propitiation for our 
sins; and not for ours only, but also for those the whole 
world.” Everything that Christ did was infinite value, 
and since then His satisfactions were infinite, they con- 
stitute inexhaustible fund, which more than suffi- 
cient cover the indebtedness contracted all and 
every sin. Besides there are the satisfactions the 
Blessed Virgin undiminished any penalty due sin, 
for she was sinless, and also there are the virtues, pen- 
ances, and sufferings the saints, and these form 
secondary deposit the treasury the Church, but these 
last are not independent of, but rather acquired through, 
the merits Christ. St. Thomas declares: “All the saints 
intended that whatever they did suffered for God’s sake 
should profitable not themselves only, but the 
whole Church.” And the Angelic Doctor goes say 
that what one endures for another, being work love, 
more acceptable satisfaction, God’s sight, than 
what one suffers one’s own account, since this mat- 
ter necessity. 

The existence infinite treasury merits the 
Church was declared the bull “Unigenitus,” published 
Pope Clement (January 27, 1343). Pope Clement 
says: “Upon the altar the Cross, Christ shed His 
blood, not merely drop, though this would have sufficed 
reason the union with the Word, redeem the 
whole human race, but copious torrent....therefore lay- 
ing infinite treasury for mankind. This treasury 
neither wrapped napkin, nor hid field, but en- 
trusted Blessed Peter, the keybearer and his successors, 
that they might for just and reasonable causes, distribute 
the faithful full partial remission the temporal 
punishment due sin.

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Proofs Power Grant Indulgences Given Christ 
His Church 


Proofs from Holy Scripture. Since the Church was 
given the Divine power forgive sin its guilt and 
eternal punishment, plainly follows that has the power 
free the sincere penitent from the lesser temporal 
punishment. And this clearly proved the power 
granted Peter recorded St. Matt. xvi, 19: will 
give thee the keys the kingdom heaven. And 
whatsoever thou shalt bind upon earth, shall bound 
also heaven: and whatsoever thou shalt loose earth, 
shall loosed also heaven.” The words, “whatsoever 
thou shalt loose” plainly show that limit placed 
this power loosening, the “power the keys” 
called, therefore, must extend any and all bonds con- 
tracted sin, and this includes all punishments well 
all guilt. The like power was conferred all the Apostes 
find from the words recorded St. Matt. xviii, 18: 
“Amen say you, whatsoever you shall bind upon earth, 
shall bound also heaven; and whatsoever you shall 
loose upon earth, shall loosed also heaven.” When 
the Church, therefore, indulgence remits the pen- 
alty sin, her action, according the declaration 
Christ Himself, ratified heaven. That this power 
was exercised from the earliest times know from the 
indulgence granted St. Paul the guilty Corinthians, 
the entreaties the faithful, these words, recorded 
the second Epistle the Corinthians, second chapter, 
tenth verse: “If have pardoned anything for your sakes, 
have done the person Christ.” 


Proof from Tradition. St. Cyprian tells that from 
the earliest times, ecclesiastical penances were shortened 
the prayers the martyrs, the belief that this in- 
dulgence was ratified heaven. During the persecutions 
those Christians who had fallen away from the Church, 
but desired restored the communion the 
Church, often obtained from the martyrs what was 
termed “libellus pacis,” presented the bishop, that 
he, consideration the martyrs’ sufferings, might re- 
lease them from the punishment they had incurred. After 
the cessation the persecutions, the Church still adhered 
its rigid penitential discipline. The most ancient pen- 
itential canons, and particular those the Council 
Ancyra, 314, and Nice, 325, recognized the bishop’s right 
remit part the canonical penances, other words 
grant indulgences. Those were days faith, when 
sinners were glad and willing perform long and severe 
penances for their sins, the guilt which, and the ter- 
rible punishment entailed them, they keenly realized. 
And are not astonished hear that they submitted 
humbly and willingly the ancient penitential discipline 
the Church, which decreed periods penance, lasting 
years, quarantines days during which, public sinners 
and those guilty great crimes were excluded from Com- 
munion and Mass. These different periods penance 
lasted three, five, seven, ten, fifteen years, according 
the gravity the sins committed, and the granting in- 
dulgences based these periods, see in- 
dulgence seven years and seven quarantines being at- 
tached the devout saying the holy names, “Jesus, 
Mary, Joseph,” indulgence granted Pius June 
1906. (Racolta.) 

Such indulgence means that since the Vicar Christ 
has attached indulgence seven years and seven quar- 
antines this ejaculation applying, out the treasury 
the Church, the merits Christ the devout saying 
it, who says it, does much satisfaction for his 
sins has done severe canonical penance for that 
length time. The objection may raised, how can the 
recitation short ejaculation, such “Jesus, Mary, 
Joseph,” which takes little effort say, have 
much satisfactory value performing severe pen- 
ance fasting, remaining sackcloth and ashes 
the church door for seven years and seven quarantines. 
The severe penance here spoken depends much for its 
satisfactory value the dispositions the penitent, but 
the ejaculation, “Jesus, Mary, Joseph,” possesses its sat- 
isfactory value from the infinite merits Jesus Christ, 
which the pope applied this short prayer, when at- 
tached the devout saying indulgence seven 
years and seven quarantines.

Admeasurements Aptitudes, Not Brains. 


What has come glibly referred conversation 
between members the teaching profession “the 
Q.” still subject discussion and some extent 
dispute. Does the intelligence test provide reliable 
standards comparison between intellects? Does 
afford sure means grading individuals their 
relative equipment brains? 

Writing for the Forum, Herbert Joseph Spinden observes: 

“Manifestly would unfair measure the in- 
herent mentality Indian boy asking him scholas- 
tic questions would classify Boston boy 
alertness and skill using fish-spear. The latter might 
know the principle behind refracted image without be- 
ing able apply fish the braided water 
mountain The Indian boy would know surely 
enough that the fish was not caught where 
seemed be.” 

Mr. Spinden reaches the conclusion that “so-called 
intelligence tests” give results some value concerning 
the possibilities individuals who are subject the 
same environmental conditions, but may questioned 
whether they are true measure future success. 
far the application the tests school children 
question “whether the indices secured these tests real- 
measure intelligence much certain tricks mem- 
ory and attention which collectively have been nicknamed 
adds: “After all, most the 
world’s jobs are done through working knowledge, and 
how often the child only medium ability school 
turns out later have inventive mind 
natural leader men.” 

Illustrative this observation, may pertinent 
cite the case Lindbergh, conspicuously the limelight 
the world’s attention. Certainly likely 
consider the premier aviator deficient intellectually, but 
fix his mind books, and record that was 
poor standing scholastically when separated himself 
from that institution long before the completion his 
courses. What his rating would the result any 
the current intelligence tests matter conjecture, 
though his superb achievement difficult role, well 
his demeanor since leaping into prominence almost 
unexampled, have commanded universal admiration. 

Many teachers have found practical use for intelli- 
gence tests perhaps the best ready method obtain- 
ing data upon which determine the placing new 
pupils. would unfortunate overvalue the outcome 
appraisals this character. There strong probabil- 
ity that they are tentative the best.

Only the dictionary has ap- 
peared, and that has been long out 
print, though accessible certain li- 
braries and still consulted special- 
ists. Authoritative announcement that 
the grammar will published before 
the close the current year arouses 
interest wherever there are students 
what positions will take matters 
syntax that are dispute. These 
are said more numerous 
French than any other tongue. 

All living languages are subject 
change. centuries 
French has changed more than Eng- 
lish, what Andre Therive says 
true, for asserts that the average 
Frenchman today could not under- 
stand more than one-third the text 
Racine. Surely the average Eng- 
lishman American could not ac- 
cused equal incapacity compre- 
hend the text Shakespeare, though 
Shakeshpeare died 1616 and Racine 
not till 1699. 

Political changes sometimes exert 
powerful influence upon language. 
During the past three centuries Eng- 
land has had these well France, 
but smaller forms. 
French revolution was social well 
political, profoundly affecting not 
only government, but institutions and 
ideas. literary and aristocratic

Public Education Costs 


The annual report the federal 
Commissioner Education shows 
that the total cost public elemen- 
tary and high schools the United 
States doubled three times during the 
years between 1903 and 1926. 
1903, shows, was $251,457,625; 
1913, $521,546,375; 1920, $1,036,151,- 
209, and 1926, $2,026,308,190. The 
average cost per pupil average 
daily attendance rose from $95.17 
1924 $102.05 1926, while the cost 
per capita population was $16.25 
1924 and 1926 was $17.50. 

The report says: “One factor that 
affects per capita costs the change 
that takes place the percentage dis- 
tribution the age groups the 
whole population. Previous 1890 
more than per cent the popula- 
tion was the age group. 
Today this group comprises about 
per cent the whole population. 
This means increasing proportion 
adults support schools. Reduc- 
tion the birth rate, and life exten- 
sion assist bringing about these 
changes. the registration area the 
birth rate has decreased from 25.1 per 
thousand 1915 20.4 1917. This 
decrease beginning affect the in- 
crease enrollments the lower 
grades. Slower growth and smaller 
proportion school children will 
time affect school costs. While the 
general population has increased 
per cent since 1890, the school popu- 
lation has increased only per cent.” 

These are interesting and impres- 
sive figures. The report also observes: 
“Newer sources revenue relieve 
the overburdened property taxation 
the sole source school support 
continue elicit favorable considera- 
tion among States considering the 
revision taxing methods. The to- 
bacco tax, which has recently been 
adopted four States, apparently 
proving satisfactory. and other 
types sales tax are being consid- 
ered favorably other 
seems probable that the next few 
years will bring substantial changes 
sources revenue utilized for 
school support.”

“Children are endowed with the gift 
spontaneous expression the 
age while they are still 
unconscious creative state, unham- 
pered the laws and customs laid 
down long succession preced- 
ing generations. After that they fall 
heir accepted methods expres- 
sion; they become imitative, turn into 
automatons and large measure 
are deprived natural outlets 
volitional creation. Take ex- 
ample the child who enters school. 
receives piece recite, piece 
written adult, the form its 
delivery having been prescribed 
adult mind. the pupil does not 
come the required standard, 
told see how Mary John per- 
forms, and instructed model him- 
self along those lines. certain 
measure this goes through all 
forms education and social experi- 
ence, and soon the individual cast 
into set form, having lost much 
his ability give vent natural feel- 
the urge. The mechanic and psychic 
sciences alone are unable supply 
our youth with efficient methods 
guidance, and this inadequacy 
that forcing seek other meth- 
ods. here that the impromptu 
method offers itself. gives the out- 
bursts spontaneity the first years 
childhood new significance.” 


Dr. Moreno has invented what 
calls “brain sport.” exer- 
cise the mind and the emotions, 
which stimulates improvisation. 
says that teaches the mind jump 
into act unscientific man- 
ner. “We have discovered how im- 
portant sport our bodies,” says 
Dr. Moreno; “why, then, overlook the 
value mental gymnastics, other 
than the conventional ones.” Brain 
case grown-ups can applied 
impromptu play. theme given 
group, the situation discussed, 
the parts are allotted, scenery and 
costumes are produced from such ma- 
hand, and the play pro- 
ceeds. 

Under Dr. Moreno’s direction, school

Yes; can get information, but that 
education? not bureaus information that 
stand between the child-mind and the Mind the universe, 
but rather guides pointing out the way, the truth, and the 
light. But what the child’s spare the work his educa- 
tion? Can prepare his mind for the morrow’s lesson 
merely memorizing set task the text-book home? 
think not. that seems the least part. The perfect 
recitation tomorrow depends upon the perfect under- 
standing the matter hand to-day. Before assigning 
new lesson, should carefully read aloud class and 
presented unit. few well-chosen questions the 
part the teacher will make this clear all, and they 
will have some definite idea what they are study. 
When they know the subject the new lesson, and are 
able see the relations between and its parts, the 
pupils are keenly alive the possibilities the knowledge 
just within their grasp, and they look forward their 
study-hour home with new interest. The teacher has 
given them information—the book full that—but 
she has stimulated them, and they feel that their best 
efforts are none too good for such inspirer. the 
evening, they open their books with new zest; they 
bring the work receptive mind, they are fully sym- 
pathy with the author, and they display eagerness 
know what other writers think the same subject. 
this way, intelligent appreciation study acquired, 
close attention gained, love for outside reading 
engendered, and the closest sympathy between teacher 
and pupil brought about. With preparation this
